And whereas auothei- Act was passed in the Session held in the 
10 Sixteenth and Seventeenth Tears of the Eeign of Her said Ma- 
jesty, being “An Act for enabling Grand Juries in Ireland to 
“ bonw Money from private Sources on the Seem-ity of Present- 
“ ment, and for transferring to Counties certain Works constructed 
“ wholly or in part with PuhUo Money,” and which last-mentioned 
HK Act was amended by an Act of the Session held in the Nineteenth 19 & 20 Vic. 
and Twentieth Years of Her said Majesty, Chapter Thirty-seven : 
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Fishery Pi&rs and Barhours {Ireland). 

And whereas it is expedient to i^roTide that further Sums should 
be adranced by way of Grant and Loan for the Purposes in the said 
firstly-recited Act and this Act, and to inGPease the Amouui of Grants 
authorized to he made for suchFurposes respectively mentioned : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesiy, 5 
by and with the Adduce and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, aud 
by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

Grants may 1 . The Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury may cause to

Repeal of 2 . That so much of the said firstly-recited Act as limits the 16 
Srant^ Amount of Grant to any One Work to the Sum of Pive thousand 

s.oooz. Pounds is hereby repealed ; and it shall be lawful for the said Com- 

missioners of Public Works, by and with the Sanction of the said 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to makei^a Grant or 
Grants for any Work under the said recited Act to an Amount not 20 
exceeding for any One Work the Sum of Seven thousand Jive 
hundred Pounds. 



Grauts and 3 . It shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Public Works, 
be Sanction of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Extension of Ti’casiuy, in addition to the Purposes by the said firstly-recited Act 26 
Wor£® autlrorized, to make Grants and Loans towards the Extension, En- 
largement, or luiprorement of any Harbour, Pier, Quay, Landing 
Slip, or other Work heretofore executed under the Provisions of the 
said recited Acts ; and such Advances by way of Grant and Loan 
shall be deemed to he made by virtue of aud in aU respects to be 30 
within the Provisions of the said recited Acts aud of this Act ; 
Provided, however, that no such Grant shall (including any Grant 
previously made in aid of such Pier ox other Work) exceed the Sum 
of Seven thousand five hundred tBoimds. 

ma^S'made ^ Cases in which any Grant of Money maybe made under 
by way of Provisions of tliis Act for the Pm’pose of defraying a Portion of 36 
loan. the total actual Costs of any Works, the Amount of the Eesidue of 

such Costs (with the Sanction of the said Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury) may be advanced by way of Loan by the said 
Commissioners of Public Works, out of any Moneys applicable to 
Loans at the Disposal of the said last-mentioned Commissioners.
